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Todd Steinwand (EHS 1978) 
Named Bank of ND President 


BISMARCK — On July 27, 2021, the North 
Dakota State Industrial Commission named Inter- 
im Bank of North Dakota (BND) President Todd 
Steinwand as President of the Bank. Prior to his 
interim presidency, Stetnwand served as BND’s 
Chief Business Development Officer. Steinwand 
succeeds Eric Hardmeyer, who held the position for 
21 years. Hardmeyer was the longest-serving presi- 
dent in the Bank’s 102-year history. 

Steinwand grew up in Ellendale, North Dakota, 
and graduated from Ellendale High School 
in 1978. He earned bachelor’s degrees in busi- 
ness administration and history/political Science 
from the University of Jamestown. Before coming 
to BND, Steinwand spent 33 years at Wells Fargo in 
various banking and leadership positions. In 2015 
he was recruited to BND as the Senior Vice Presi- 
dent and Chief Business Development Officer. 

As a leader at BND, Steinwand assisted in re- 
organizing the business banking division to better 
serve the local financial institutions in the state. He 
also directed the management of BND’s student 
loan portfolio and mortgage loan program. He suc- 
cessfully led the development and implementation 
of farm and business disaster relief programs, and 
expanded the economic development programming 
to better meet the financing needs of businesses in 
the state. An advocate for efficiency in government, 
he oversaw a collaborative effort between state 
agencies to create a common application system for 
infrastructure loans for municipalities, and forged 
closer relationships across agencies and higher edu- 
cation across the state. 

Steinwand is well known for his community in- 
volvement. He has served on the boards of direc- 
tors for many non-profit organizations, including as 
chair of the Bismarck-Mandan Chamber and Cham- 
ber Foundation, and also Chair of the North Dakota 
Bankers Association. He currently serves on the 
board of trustees for the University of Jamestown 
and as member of the board of directors for the Tom 
and Frances Leach Foundation. 

“Todd Steinwand is an excellent choice to serve 
the state as the Bank’s president,” stated the Indus- 





trial Commission in a joint statement. “With five 
years of experience at the Bank and over three de- 
cades in private banking in North Dakota, Todd has 
a full grasp of the unique role the Bank plays for the 
state, including its role in economic development 
and disaster relief for farmers and businesses.” 

The Industrial Commission that oversees BND 
consists of Gov. Doug Burgum as Chair, Attorney 
General Wayne Stenehjem, and Agriculture Com- 
missioner Doug Goehring. 

As of June 30, 2021, the Bank posted $9.2 bil- 
lion in assets with a loan portfolio of nearly $4.8 
billion. The Bank also administers over $1 billion 
in state and administered loan programs as directed 
by the Legislature. 

"It is an honor to be selected for this position," 
said Steinwand. "Eric Hardmeyer retired with 
the Bank in a strong position, and I look forward 
to leading and implementing our mission 'to sup- 
port agriculture, commerce and industry in North 
Dakota' forward."

"Walking to the Middle to Find Common Ground": 
Forbes was a Milestone for 1,700 Mile Trek

"In essence, I'm going 
to walk to the middle in 
order to find common 
ground." 

When John Inserra 
walked into Forbes, 
North Dakota, his first 
act of common human- 
ity, after greeting the 
several people who 
came outside the Forbes 
store to meet him, was 
to seek a bit of shelter 
from the midday heat. 

Sitting atop a bag of 
ice, John talked freely 
about his unusual trek. 
And he recited fondly, 
without missing a beat, 
the names of the towns 
he'd been through since 
he started out on July 4. 
Starting at Westhope, 
about five miles from 
the Canadian border, 
he walked to Newburg, "and then Newburg to Upham, 
Upham to Bantry, Bantry to Towner, Towner to Rangely, 
Rangely to Drake, Drake to Anamoose, from Anamoose to 
Harvey, Harvey to Cathay, Cathay to Carrington, Carrington 
to Pingree, Pingree to Jamestown, Jamestown to Edgeley, and 
Edgeley to Forbes." 

The towns named, and the 55-odd other towns further south 
on the planned route, are not necessarily the starting and stop- 
ping places. The goal is about 20 miles per day, starting at 
daybreak from wherever the previous day's hike ended. So far 
the journey is right on course. "This is day 19 of our walk," 
he said at Forbes. And we've gone 300 miles. I'm averaging 
about 38,000 steps a day. The first week we walked six days 
and 115 miles. The second week we walked five days and 108 
miles. This week we've walked every day, and we're here a 
day ahead." 

John Inserra is a tall, tanned and slim man from Mount 
Prospect Illinois, northwest of Chicago. He has a confident 
voice and energetic demeanor that might get him mistaken 
for a career athlete. The reality, which became clear after a 
lengthy visit over lunch at the Flying H, is more mundane but 
also more unusual. 

Last year John retired from a successful career in the res- 
taurant industry at age 55. Decades of 60-to-80 hour weeks, 
in which optimal service for a wide variety of patrons was the 
highest priority, channeled his thoughts toward things people 
everywhere have in common. And yet, he saw, Americans 
seem divided in so many ways. They seem polarized politi- 
cally, culturally, and socially. Could he start something that 
might help bridge the gaps? 

When he retired, John maintained a rigorous schedule. But 
instead of going to work he would go for walks. He would 
walk and he would think. He would pace 15 to 20 miles or 
more, often more than eight hours at a stretch. During these 
weeks and months on foot, a plan formed in his mind. 

By 2021 that plan had a definite shape. With the help of 
a two-person crew, he would walk across the United States, 
from north to south. He would connect with people in smaller 
towns, getting to know individuals and communities, and 
drawing attention to the things people share in common. 
He envisioned this as the launch of a longer term project, a 
nonprofit organization that would go by the name "For Our 
Shared Humanity" or "FOSH" for short. 

John's two traveling companions introduced themselves dur- 
ing the conversation outside the Forbes store. Miles Inserra, a 
musician who is also John's nephew, is the trip photographer 
and videographer. Rob Ryndak, a friend from Mount Prospect, 
is an engineer who loves bridges. Rob also has a talent for 
planning and adapting to challenging circumstances. When 
John first told Miles and Rob about his planned journey, both 
men responded with enthusiasm. They agreed to live on the

the next morning. "We had a great lunch. It was like we were coming into Forbes as family and that 
was really magical."

road from July to October, sleeping in a mid-sized RV that 
would be stationed about a week at a given location. They 
would shuttle John back and forth to his stopping and starting 
points by car. Last week the RV was stationed in Jamestown. 

John will have hiked about 1,700 miles when the mission is 
complete. Miles and Rob will have traveled many times that 
distance, in a little white car that carries a sparse set of equip- 
ment and the few basic supplies John might need on a typical 
day's walk. 

While John and his crew pay attention to statistics like miles 
traveled and number of steps, those are minor details com- 
pared to the inspiration behind the venture. The idea of "hope" 
helped determine the start and finish points. "Hope's not really 
a strategy unless it's a destination," John said, quoting some- 
thing his friend Joe Montana told him. The coincidental names 
of the towns--West Hope and Hope--seemed to fit well with 
the notion of carrying a message of unity down the middle of 
the country. 

Relaxing after a hearty steak and potato at the Flying H, 
John showed lots of curiosity about the area. He listened more 
than he talked. Listening, he said, is crucial, and so is slowing 
down "to the pace of a walk" to be able to understand other 
people on their own terms. 

John admitted that he doesn't know what kind of impact his 
expedition will have, but he's not concerned about that. For 
the next three months his concern and calling is clear. As he 
told a Chicago area journalist, "There’s just too much divide 
in our country right now, and if I can do a small part to help 
bring a message to life that will change that focus to . . . what 
we have in common instead of what we have different, I think 
that the world will be a better place. I just want to make some 
positive societal change.”

Nakajima. Yoshino seemed eager to talk, and she 
let me record her voice. She spoke with an accent 
but was very articulate:

makes the connection, things like this. You dont 
see this kind of thing in my home town in Japan. 
As much as they care about each other, its not 
like this. Solid value and solid culture. We need 
to keep it. I love it.” 

Guelph has been holding its annual “Turkey 
Barbecue” fund raiser for about four decades. 
A friend messaged me on Facebook and said it 
was an event I should not miss. He was right. 
When I got to the school I found a line of people 
stretching from outside the school into the main 
entrance hall, and down a long corridor into a 
kitchen, where they were served a simple but 
tasty meal. I saw lots of familiar Ellendale faces, 
even though for practical reasons (especially 
schooling) the little town five miles east of the 
Jim River is more closely connected with Oakes. 
But people from all over the country were there 
for this event. 

While in the serving line, while eating, while 
wandering around taking photos, and while look- 
ing at the classic cars and trucks parked on the 
grass outside, nothing I heard or saw contradicted 
what Yoshino told me. In fact, most of what I saw 
confirmed it. Warm faces and warm expressions 
were everywhere, and not just from the day’s 
heat. Volunteers were friendly and efficient. 
When the serving line had diminished, the ladies 
in the kitchen told me they’d served about 400 
meals. 

Several of the conversations at Guelph refer- 
enced families or individuals who have either 
moved back to small town North Dakota, or 
would like to. 

The following Thursday I got a call from 
Phyllis Anliker, who with her husband runs the 
Flying H in Forbes. There’s a fellow coming 
though, she told me, who is walking all the way 
down the middle of the United States. That might 
make an interesting story, she said. 

When I drove into Forbes the I found John 
Inserra, lean, tall, and well tanned, sitting on the 
shady bench in front of the Forbes store. He had 


a bag of ice under him, and he had several 
Forbes residents listening to his explanation of 
what his trek was about. Details about that are 
in this week’s feature story. 

After about twenty minutes talking, we walked 
down to the flying H for lunch. John had a rib-eye 
steak and a baked potato, and I had the delicious 
Flying H. Burger. For about an hour, he and I 
and his assistants, and an out-of-state couple who 
recently bought a house in Forbes, talked about 
life. Some thoughts were expressed about what 
life is like here in Forbes and Dickey County (and 
the northern plains generally) and how it might 
compare to life in other places.

John mostly listened. His mission, he said, isn’t 
to tell people what to think or do, but to remind 
people of their common humanity. He wants to 
motivate people--mainly through actions, not 
persuasive speech--to focus on things we all have 
in common because we all happen to be human. 

When we said goodbye that afternoon I knew 
I wanted to see John and Miles and Rob again, 
early in the morning. So I drove to Forbes, and 


you." To me, that seems about right. Probably 
90 percent of the things most of us worry about 
will never come to pass, and it's likely that all the 
worrying we do just causes more problems than 
the problems themselves. 

I've been communicating with John as he pro- 
gresses through South Dakota and plan to keep in 
touch until he finishes his trek in October, if not 
longer. I'll be sure and report back on how he's 
doing and what he's learned by slowing down to 
the speed of walking. 
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John Inserra is in the habit of greeting each day 
with enthusiasm, and he proved a good role 
model for that approach as he departed Forbes 
at 6:00am July 23, (top) and as he rounded the 
corner onto the State Line Road. This was, he re- 
ported on his daily update, "day twenty, 300 miles 
in on our trek to Hope, Texas."

Helena Wink, Pioneer Doctor

Helena Knauf Wink arrived in

Helena had no patience for rail- 
road crossing arms, either. It’s 


Jamestown on this date in 1883; 
she was the first woman doctor 
in North Dakota. She was strong, 
and she looked it — tall and slender 
with deep-set piercing eyes. She 
was resourceful, generous, honest 
and fair. Her fees were small — 
sometimes free. 

Helena graduated from eighth 
grade with a certificate for teach- 
ing elementary school, and from 
her salary of $13 a month, she 
saved enough to go to medi- 
cal school at the University of 
Michigan. She graduated three 
years later and moved to Dakota 
Territory, where 10 of her siblings 
homesteaded near Cleveland, west 
of Jamestown, where she set up 
her practice. 

A former patient said, “If no 
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weather, we would meet her and 
the men would put her team in the 
barn. Often she stayed all night.” 
Doing “what more than any darned 
man would do,’ Dr. Wink took 
food along on her calls. 

Clara Corell, Dr. Wink’s one- 
time assistant, wrote: “One 
December Dr. Wink was called to 
a farm family living east of Alkali 
Lake near Spiritwood. The wife 
was expecting a baby and had been 
sick a few days before the doc- 
tor was sent for... The very poor 
family had only a small shack, 
which could hardly be called a 
house. The furniture was scarce 
and make-shift. Bread was stand- 
ing in pans ready to be baked. The 
very sick woman was lying on a 
bed of hay in a wagon-box on the 
floor.” Dr. Wink saved mother and 
child, baked the bread and, for the 
next three days, cleaned the house, 
cared for mother, baby, and three 
other children before she headed 
back home. 

Another time, Dr. Wink was 
called to a farm home where nine- 
year-old Lizzie Stuff was found 
to have appendicitis. Back then, 


her buggy and took them back to 
Jamestown. There was no hospital, 
so Dr. Wink laid Lizzie on her din- 
ing room table. Then, she called 
three other doctors to assist her 
and performed “the first appendec- 
tomy in the whole upper midwest.” 
Dr. Wink nursed her young patient 
round the clock for three days and 
nights before the little girl was in 
the clear. 

Dr. Wink was also widely 
known for something else: driving 
with reckless abandon. When she 
moved to Jamestown, she broke 
her own team of horses, a pair of 
four-year-old sorrels. She wanted 
her horses fast and spirited for get- 
ting her quickly across the prairies 
to her patients. 

“You had to look out for her,” 
said a former neighbor. “She didn’t 
look out for you. She came out of 
her drive with a whip in her hand, 
and her horses going, and if you 
were there you got run into.” Later, 
Dr. Wink got herself a Model T, 
which she drove “like she drove 
her team, never looking right or 
left. When you saw her coming 
down Fifth Avenue, you pulled to

reported there was a special fund at 
the Round House for replacing the 
guard arms she crashed through. 

But, above all else, Dr. Wink 
was a pioneer in her field and 
was highly regarded by her peers. 
She was the state medical exam- 
iner for 25 years, and was called 
“Helen of Dakota” in a 1930 issue 
of the Medical Woman’s Journal. 
The article stated, “Dr. Wink is the 
oldest woman physician in North 
Dakota. She preceded all other 
women in the profession by many 
years. Every year since she gradu- 
ated in medicine she has made his- 
tory, and the quality of this history 
is such that not only the lay public 
but every member of her profes- 
sion would pay her homage.” 

Dr. Wink had been doctoring for 
53 years when she unexpectedly 
died in 1936; she suffered a tragic 
death by fire from a home dry- 
cleaning accident.

2022 Tree Cost-Share 
Programs Available 

1.) Forest Service Windbreak 
Renovation - North Dakota Forest 
Service Windbreak Renovation 
Initiative (WRI) offers technical 
and financial assistance to pri- 
vate windbreak owners state- 
wide to restore, protect and 
enhance their deteriorating wind- 
breaks. Many of North Dakota’s 
important forest resources need 
maintenance, but not all of them 
are eligible for WRI. For WRI, a 
windbreak is defined as a sys- 
tem of multiple rows of trees and 
shrubs primarily designed and 
engineered to modify the flow of 
wind. 

The WRI Program will assist 
landowners with old and dying 
windbreaks, to take out or 
clean up and replant new rows 
to protect what the previous 
windbreak was protecting. Cost 
share for this option is 50/50% 
up to $10,000.

The deadline for this pro- 
gram is August 23. 

North Dakota's Outdoor 
Heritage Fund was established 
in 2013 as a multi-million-dol- 
lar program to provide grants 
to state agencies, tribal govern- 
ments, political subdivisions, 
and nonprofit organizations, with 
higher priority given to projects 
that enhance conservation prac- 
tices in this state. The North 
Dakota Conservation Districts 
have applied for funding through 
the Outdoor Heritage Fund again 
this year. The Outdoor Heritage 
Fund Tree Planting Initiative is 
a 75/25% cost shared program, 
the maximum dollar amount is 
$25,000 for the total planting. 

The James River SCD requires 
all sod to be worked in the fall, 
prior to freeze up, and again in 
the spring before tree planting. 
Why is proper ground prepara- 
tion so important? If trees are 
planted into poorly worked sod, 
it increases the chance of air 
pockets around the roots which 
can kill the tree. It also helps 
ensure that the weed barrier is 
laid properly. 

One of the most popular ques- 
tions we get is, should we fertil- 
ize our ground where the trees 
will be planted? Fertilizing wind- 
breaks is NOT recommended. 
The fertilizer will not help the 
young trees and could also harm 
the trees. It has the possibility of 
“burning up” the roots and result 
in the death of your trees. 

The District also offers hand 
plant trees for those of you who 
would like to plant the trees 
yourself or if your planting does 
not meet a resource concern 
requirement.

County. Based on the conditions of the 
roads at this time, Tykwinski is project- 
ing the need of $9,100,000 to fix these 
roads. This does not include the repair 
of the bridge that has been closed to 
traffic north of Monango. Discussion 
followed concerning the priorities as to 
what should be fixed and the source 
of funds that could be used to com- 
plete these repairs. A decision was 
made to proceed with County Road 8 in 
2022. Tykwinski stated that the project 
was listed on the programming sheet 
for federal aid in 2022. However, the 
current federal aid balance is $370,000 
and approximately $240,000 is added 
to the balance each year. The county 
can request funds ahead of time up to 
four years. Commission gave Tykwinski 
the approval to work on County Road 
8 for 2022. Sheppard and Hagen will 
work with Tykwinski to look at options to 
finance the project. 

Hamar reported on an issue that still 
remains of personal property being stored 
on Park property at Pheasant Lake. The 
Commission would like a letter sent out to 
the residents of Pheasant Lake informing 
them that the items need to be moved. 
Sheppard will check in the viability of 
charging a fine on residents as a special 
assessment on their tax statement, if the 
items are not moved.

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Roddy MacInnes Resurrects Area Images & Atmosphere from the 1910's

"There's something about making them big, because Nina's original 
photographs were little tiny print, a couple inches by a couple inches. 
There's something about making them life size. Photographs have this, 
you know, association with reality, somehow, so there's something about 
making them life size that makes them more real, as if you're actually 
engaging with the person, even though there's a hundred years' differ- 
ence in time.” 

Roddy MacInnes is a close observer of humanity whose connection to 
Dickey County, especially Ellendale and the James River area, has grown 
close in the many years he's been visiting. Last week, in his rich Scottish 
Brogue, he said goodbye to the many friends he'd been visiting here. 
Ending his three week expedition, he headed back home to Colorado, to 
again take up his duties teaching at the University of Denver. 

On this trip, Roddy brought with him massive posterboard enlarge- 
ments of photos of his favorite subjects--Nina Weiste and her friends, 
who were teenagers in 1910 when one of their hobbies was snapping 
pictures with little Kodak box cameras. 

Early one morning Roddy photographed in Savo Township, where 
Nina's family once lived. In fact, Nina's family homesteaded on land right 
next to Savo Hall. To bridge the years--at least in the imagination--Roddy 
took a self-portrait in a cornfield near Savo Church, with one of Nina's 
friends on a giant posterboard. "It's trying to create a simple narrative," he 
said of the pose. "I'm looking at her, and she's looking at the camera and 
the camera is looking at me. There's that triangle kind of composition." 

When he talks about his work, Roddy is humble, introspective and curi- 
ous. The camera is a tool of discovery for him. "You are always trying to 
grasp what reality is," he said, "and its fleeting, you know, it comes and 
it goes." 

Roddy stopped in at the Leader office for a pleasant visit the day before 
heading back to Colorado. He said he was sad to leave Ellendale, but he 
intends to come back for another visit as soon as he can.
